Walkk.m the power to | 
make a rule of court to suit a litigant. ! 
Yet this is the authority that gentle I 
man has wheedled out of his support- . 
era That ho would in consideration ol 1 
a pecuniary or political or other motive 
pass a rule to favor one litigant or in- 
jure another 4we do not at present sav, 
although he has assumed the power to 
do bo; but this wo do assert that neither 
should the power liavn been given nor 
should ho have been placed in tho way 
of temptation. Tho foantains of jus- 
tice should be pure and that they mav 
be so they must be unpolluted l)y the 
foul waters thai occasionally flow from 
fiolitical spring.s. The judicial power 
and that of tho executive must bo kept 
distinct, otherwise wo should in the re- 
sult find political favor or prejudice re 
gulating tho holding of civil assizes and 
courts of appeal and the particular con- 
duct of each particular suit, and so af- 
fect the rights of every suitor in the 
province. He wonlil bo a bold man in- 
deed who would advocate the wi.sdoui 
or honesty of such statutes and a jioor 
lawyer who would approve of them for 
tho fact is that if thoprincijde on which 
they are based be correct the legitimate 
result might and indeed must be tliat 
the judicial and tho executive autbor- 
itios must sooner or later come into 
violent conOict, and who would not 
support judges who in eflect would say 
justice shall be sacred and the inter- 
ested hands of politicians shall not pol- 
lute its flow.

Cioorge Alien, convicted of larceny on 
Wttdnesday last, was brought up for 
sentence. 

ThoSuporintondeiit of police stated that 
two or three persons wore of opinion that 

Allen was the party who had servud a 
tenn in the penitent i.iry under the name 
i)f Cuniuunga fvi- vv\>hevy un board tlio 
steamer Isabel. There were others, how- 
ever, wlio said t!ie contrary. Ho would 
nut press the matter further. 

Prisoiior again assorted that he came 
up from San Francisco with tho first loco- 
motive for the C.I'. II., and had never 
Ijoen in prison or arrested before in hia 
life. Tliia lio could fully prove. 

Hia Honor remarked that tho thoft of 
the articles, thougli they Wol-o small in 
value, had been fully proven, and tlie 
[mnisiunent about to be inflicted was for 
tho purpose of deterring others from 
committing crime. flad it boon proved 
that ho h;u! been convicted before and 
been in the penitentiary, tho heaviest 
punishment tho law would allow would 
have been put upon him. lio would nriw 
have the full benefit of tho doubt raised 
as to his ptist conduct; but men coming 
down from tho railway must understand 
that otl'ences in this city whore tho police 
force is siniill would bu severely dealt 
with. 'L'lio sentence was throe month.i' 
imprisnnnicnt with hard labor. 

.SIDKWALKS. 

The lirst .sidewalk charge was against 
Edward Woods. Amount claimed being 
ij7-l, on lots abutting on Fort street. 

Mv. M. T. Drake for the prosecu- 
tion and Mr. T. Davie for defence. 

Mr. Drake explained tlio by-law under 
which the cose was brought. 

ThoB. Uusscll, city collector, sworn — 
Referred to tlio notices of the Council on 
:!Olh,July, 1870, calling on defendant to 
lay down and repair a certain sidewalk 
abutting hia property on Fort street; tho 
notice embraced the property owned by 
Mr. Wood and others; a copy of notice 
served un liim on 12th August, 1870 was 
produced; the sidewalk was laid down by 
Council fronting those three lots belong- 
ing to Mr. Wood; the cost was S74; this 
sum was cliarged against the property; no 
portion of it has yet been paid; served a 
notice at the defendant's Ikjusc of this 
amount being due nn the 28th of Sep- 
tember, 1881. 

Croas-cxaminod by Mr. Davie — Was 
not aware that any further action had 
been taken by the Mayor and Council 
.since tlio refusal of Mr. Wood to pay tho 
money; had not been instructed to put 
the amount on the assessment roll since 
the date of the application; amount of 
defendant's assessment in 1879 was thou 
read; only knew that the bill was sent in 
by tho Oorporntion and was paid by wit- 
ness. 

To Mr. Urake - Date of bill for laying 
.sidewalk was liOtli Sept. 1879; a copy of 
demand for S7 t dated 17th Oct., 1879, 
from the city clerk to defendant was pro- 
duced by witness. 

.Joseph Doivsnap, sworn — Had charge 
<if sidewalks in 1879; saw that the work 
was done before he signed tho bill; could 
not speak as to the date when the work 
was done. 

To Mr. Davie — Was foreman of side- 
walks in 1879; there was a sidewalk 
abutting Mr. Wood's property, 8 feet 
wide before the new sidewalk was laid; 
tho .sidowalk contractor took it up and 
laid a new one. 

To Mr. Drake — Tlie sidewalk was brok- 
un and pretty well used up before tho 
now one was lidd. 

To Mr. Davie Mr. S. .Allatt had 
patched the old sidewalk with two-inch 
plank; did not think the mayor and 
Council had [laascd the repairs. 

Mr. Davie marked that there .sliouldbe 
sumo authority showing tho last witness' 
position as an olHcer of tlie Council. 

This authority was afterwards produced 
by the clerk. 

Mr. Davie said that tliere were several 
id)jections to tho proceedings taken against 
the defendant in this case. 

Ist. It had partly been shown by the 
evidence for tho proaociition and would 
be proved by tho defendant that he hail 
complied with tho requirements of tho 
notice, at least ho had attempted to 
do so by causing his sidewalk to bo placed 
in a state of thorough repair. Upon re- 
ceipt of tho notice he had caused a car- 
penter to perform what ho considered to 
be tho reipiiaitc work upon the sidewalk, 
and whether ho had correctly carried out 
the requircinonts of tho Coniicil or not 
they had never rejected the work per- 
formed by the defendant in endeavoring 
to carry out tho resolution, although tho 
contractor had ripped up Mr. Wood's 
work without affording him any oppor- 
tunity of showing that it was sufhciont or 
atl'ording him an opportunity of rendering 
it iiioro in conformity with the wishes of 
the Council; and ho, Mr- Davie, contend- 
ed that under tho by-law No. -17, sec. 7, it 
was a condition precedent to the Council 
aeeine that thoy nUnnld havn rnjfliRtnd t|if> 
defendant's endeavor to comply with 
what thoy required. 

2. Under sec. 'M of tho Act relating to 
tho summary power given to magistrates 
to enforce obaervanco of tho laws, prose- 
cutions had to be commenced within thi'oo 
months from tho time of tho arising of 
the case of complaint, and licre upwards 
of two years have elapsed. 

3. Tlie act and bylaw provide that any 
assessment fur tho making or repair of 



sidewalks shall bo made an addition to 
tho orduiary municipal real estate taxes. 
Hero the assessment roU-foir- tho year had 
been returned without- the amount now 

claimed being charged, and section 118 
of the Mumcipalities Act made tho assess- 
ment roll as finally passed binding on 
both the Corporation and the taxnayer. 

4. Tho prosecution had not shown that 
the sidowalk was laid down in conformity 
with tho bytov, and tho kw holds them 
to strict proof in this respect. 

4. The information had been laid l)e- 
fore and the summonses issued by His 
Worship th(! Mayor, who was one of the 
prosecutors in the case. 

Win. Leigh here testified to the pn.si- 
tion of Mr. Dowsnap held in 1879 which 
was that of supervisor of sidewalks ; 
he received that appointment on the lath 
July, 1879. 

Mr. Davie remarked that the instruc- 
tions given to Mr. Dew.snai) ditJ not au- 
tliorize him to rip up tho sidewalks and 
lay new ones. 

Edward Wood sworn — Received notice 
on tho 12th August, 1379, to lay down a 
new sidowalk fronting his property; look- 
ed at tho sidowalfi next morning in com 
pany with Mr. S. Allatt, all it wanted 
was sumo repairs and it would hut for 
years; then employed him to do the re- 
pairs and they wore done; ho gut similar 
lumber from the mill and witness supplied 
liim with nails; two days after witness 
Huw that tho work was done and it was 
done as well as it could bo; all the planks 
were ro-nailod in front of tho throe lots 
in question; about three days afterwards 
witness saw two men tearing up the sido- 
walk; witness had had no previous noti- 
fication of this; asked thom what they 
wore tearing up his sidewalk for; they ro- 
pli«d thoy were going to lay down a now 
one by order of tlie City Council; they 
:isked if they were to present the bill to 
witness, to which ho replied certainly not, 
thoy might i)resent it to tho parties who 
had employed them; (a cortiticato from 
the late Kiuith .-Mlatt was then read stat- 
ing that .Mr. Wood's sidewalk h;id been 
thorougly repaired by him and was 
for four or live years.) 

To Mr. Drake — There wore about o5 
new planks put in tho old sidowalk; tho 
stringers were not new, they wore not 
necessary; did not speak to Dowsnap or 
any member of the Council about the 
matter; the notice was for a new .sidewalk 
which lie did not lay down, but repaired 
tho old one; did not speak to any member 
of tho street coiiiniittee becauao other 
poople repaired sidewalks in the same way 
that were not as good as his. 

Mr. Drako for tho Municipal Council re- 
|>lied to tho objections raised by Mr. 
Davio with regard to tho IMayor who hud 
the infcu-mati<jn being an intereF.tod [larty. 
The ca.se were brought for the recovery 
of money spent by tho Council. .Statute 
of liiuitation wa.s not applicablu in this 
case, and authorities were quoted on tho 
latter objection of Mr. Davie for the de- 
fence. It was not a criminal case as 
tliere could nut be a cJiininal conviction. 
The defendant could not be sent to pri- 
son, and only an order could be made re- 
specting the amount claimed. Bylaws 
and authorities giving tho Council pow- 
er to make or repair sidewalks were then 
read, and it was contended that the Co- 
p(jiation has power to make a sidewalk or 
oblige property holders co do it and re- 
cover from them. Tho Council were not 
coiiipelled to sue every individual for 
taxes or monies due at one and tho same 
timo. Ho submitted that tho question of 
limitation could not stand. The idea was 
combutted that tho monies due for side- 
walks should if necessary bo put on the 
osaoasmont roll for '79. 

Mr. Davio — It must bo understood that 
the amount was put in tho assessment roll 
after it wa.s passed. 

Mr. Drake — There was no proof that 
the sidewalk in question was not made in 
strict accorilance with tho bylaw. Dew- 
snap had sworn that it w,is properly put 
down. Ho chiinied that it was not neces- 
siiry that tho sidewalk should be accepted 
by tho Council as it was quite suflicicnt 
that tho authorized agent accepted it. Tlie 
objection thorofore fell to the ground that 
tho Council should have i)assed uj)oii it. 
Mr. Wood only repaired the old sidewalk 
and did not put down a new (uio as or- 
dered by the Council to do. Ho did not 
go to any member of the Council or any 
person in authority at all with regard to 
tho matter, and now ho objected to pay 
for tho work which he was ordered t(j per- 
form. He certainly should have seen 
about the thing at the proper time. 
Authorities were cited t(j showtliat thcCor- 
puration were fully competent to add the 
amount now claimed to Mr. Wood's taxes 
and oblige him to pay. Under the circum- 
stances ho had no cause whatever for com- 
plaint. 

His Honor here wishei-l to know how an 
order, if ho should make one, could be en- 
forced. 

Mr. Drake quoted from the bylaw in 
renly to tho Magistrate's cniostion to show 
that an order would add the amount 
sought to be recovered to INIr. Wood's 

ta.xcB and collected as such at the end of 
the year. 

His Honor would defer judgment till 
he could look into tho matter. Ho thought 
that about Tuesday next the dociaion 
in this caao would be ready. Ho suggest- 
ed that the other cases should be remand- 
ed till that day. 

This w,is agreed upon and the court ad- 
journed till Tuesday next at 12 o'clock. 



Probable Disaster at Sea. 

The U. S. revenue cutter, Oliver Wol- 
cott, arrived in the harbor at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afteriujoii. Caiit. Stoddar re- 
ports a great deal of wreckage in tho 
straits. Ho picked up a light box, per- 
fectly whole, which was painted white on 
the outside and green on th^ inside; ho 
alao picked up two or thrco life-preservers. 
Ho supposes thoy are from some wreck 
off tho Columbia bar. A letter from Mr. 
H. E. Lovy, of Seattle, to The CnlvnUt, 
Btatcs that the steamer Dispatch picked 
up ofl" Seal Rock, a largo cork life buoy 
with some lady's hair (brown) sticking 
to it, also some woodwork of a vessel's 
cabin. Neither Captain Stoddar nor the 
Dispatch could get any cluoaa to what this 
wreckage belonged. It is alao said that 
wreckage has been seen oil' Capo Flattery. 
From these symptoms it is evident that 
a serious disaster has happened with prob- 
able loss of life. Oapt. Stoddar intends 
going out to-day for further evidence. 
Particulars will be anxiously looked fin-. 

Coaiua Tio.N. — In tho Council report 
yesterday Councillor Shakespeare is made 
to aay that ho was opposed to the increase 
of police salaries. The report should have 
read increase of tho police force. 

A Ga.miilinu Cahic. — Information was 
laid yesterday against a parties for gamb- 
ling at Faro and thereby obtaining the 
sum of unlawfully. Tho charge will 
bo heard in the police court to-day. 

TuE Oregon id II says that a Now York 
reporter claims to have it from'Seeretary 
Blaine that Arthur's cabinet " will bo 
Grant from top to bottom." It is pro- 
bably a good guess.

JIargarut, horror 
stricken at the calamity of which she i.s the 
original cause, gives way to despair. Her 
roiusnn becomes offeclod, and in a [)ai- 
oxyam of frenzy, she kills her infant. For 
this she is tliroivu int>j prison. Faust, 
aided by iMepiiistoplielcs, obtains access to 
the cell whero she is immured. Thoy 
both eagerly urge her to fly, but Margaret, 
ill whuin holier fuulinga have gained tho 
iiscend.ant spurned their proflcrcd aid and 
places her sole reliance in prayer and re- 
pentance. Overcome at length by sorrow 
and remorse, w-ith an earnest prayer for 
forgiveness on her lips, the unha[)py girl 
expires. Mephistoplielea triumphs at tho 
catastrophe he has brought about, but a 
chorus ot heavenly voices is heard, pro- 
claming that there is pardon for the re- 
pentant sinner, and the Evil Oiio, foiled 
.ind overcome, crouches .suppliaiitly as the 
accents of tliviiio love and forgiveness 
make themselves heard, while tho spirit 
of Margaret, born by ministering angels, 
ii wafted upward to eternal home.

It now appears absolutely necessary 
that that he .shouiil .seek a inorc-genial 
climate. 

IIU.SSIA, 

Nkw Vouk, Nov. 3. — The /Jfrti/d.i 
correspondent at St. Peter.-sburg says: 
Tiie Imperial council met on the 31sl 
of Oct. for the first time since the in- 
terview between King Humbert and 
the emperor of Austria. I am in posi- 
tion to state that in the opinion of the 
RusBian government the interview is 
entirely tho result of Bismarck's in- 
trigues and that at least for the present 
its signification is threatening only to 
France. Austria will not have cause 
to regret the engagement it has just 
taken till later. These arguments will 
probably lead to her losing part of her 
German territory. Tlioj leave Italy to 
act as she pleases so long as her action 
does not clash with interests of the 
three emperors with whom she has now 
concluded a moral alliance. Through 
the intermediancy of Austria in what- 
ever Italy may do in regard to 
matters noithci' Russia nor Germany 
may count on the neutrality of 
Austria. Italy, on the other hand, has 
pledged herself not to hinder Austria 
from acting as the latter may think fit 
in her decision in Greece and in deal- 
ing with tho question of extension of 
Greek territory. Austrian policy in thia 
respect will bo only limited by Russian 
interest Italy is further [ilcdgcd to 
abandon all idea of sustaining claims 
of the so called irridentists and to take 
part in an international plan for the 
suppression of nihilists and socialism. 

The luiperiil council which was pre- 
sided over by Grand Duke Nicholas, 
was unanimou.sly of opinion that as 
Ruasia has her hands full in attending 
to her domestic troubles and Austria is 
likely to be long embroiled with Greece 
if not, indeed, eventually with Russia, 
neither nation will be able to interfere 
in other European afTairs for a long 
time to come. Austria has also promis- 
ed to make common cause with France 
against Italy. France is thus isolated 
or rather wedged in between Germany 
aud Italy. The latter power for topo- 
graphical reasons would not be danger- 
ous to Germany with whom, niorcovor, 
she is indirectly allied. Germany is 
thus left independent and mistress of 
the situation with no power standing 
between herself and France. All this 
is Bismarck's work. Long ago be- 
fore the war of '70 tho wily chancellor 
said to a member of the present Im- 
perial council who repeated the remark 
yesterday "I will give France plenty of 
work 'ere long in Savoy." His inter- 
locutor manifesting skepticism Biainarck 
added: "I will chose my own time to ask 
Van Moltke what ho has to say on the 
subject." Tiio proceeding is baaed on 
comniuncations made by Russian ambas- 
sadors at Vienna. Nothing is known here 
aa to tho reported interriew between Bis- 
marck and Gumb^ttd,

I bolievf, he 
said, the northwest passage can be 
made by way of Pearl Sound and by 
that svny only, and that if Franklyn's 
vessels had been steamers he would 
have made it in 1848. 1 may myself 
live to go into Lancaster Sound and 
report myself at Honolulu. 

Nkw York, Nov. 2. — Tiie Herald's 
cablegram says: At Oastle Blayne at 
last after a struggle of two years land- 
lord aud lonaut camo on Monday face 
to face before the judges to decide -^vhat 
is fair rent. The first case examined 
under the land act has been decided 
here. Its result is a sweeping reduc- 
tion amounting to £2 15 shillings 
in a yearly rental of £8 1 Gs. Two com- 
missioners are sitting, but that at Cas- 
tle Blayne was more important than 
that at Belfast. The latter has been 
concerned with cases under the Ulster 
custom. The former is in a district 
where smaller holdings prevail and be- 
ing more likely to bring out the char- 
acteristic features of the land question, 
Castle Blayne is surrounded by much 
wretched land, and small lioldings. It 
is tiic homo of Molly Maguircs. The 
coining of the couimissioDcrs attracted 
a number of persons to the town and 
many lawyers. The commissioners, 
Cane, Bailey and Garland, sat in the 
court bouse. The first case gone into 
was one of tlie most famous which has 
arisen in the land law, one in which 
the league triumphed far and near, as 
it was a case of typical hardship. Tlic 
meinbors for northeast Lancashire be- 
came sponsors for tho tenant and pub- 
lished tho circumstances throughout the 
press of England. The government of 
to-day accepted the challenge. Tho de- 
cision which was rendered is of great 
interest and tni])ortance. 

Tho first tenant who thus came un- 
der the operation of the act is Pat Mc- 
Carey, of Colatro, county Monoghan, 
on tho cstiite of Henry Bond, an absen- 
tee landlord, living in London. The 
issue was fairly gained, 'i'he commis- 
sioners resolved to relet the holding 
this hiorning, and then give their de- 
cision. They therefore drove out early 
to-day to McCarey's holding, when a 
considerable number of neighbors gath- 
ered and followed curiou.sly at their 
heels as they w-cnt to the fields, testing 
the soil, examining tho crops and asking 
questions of the agent, tenant and all 
who were concerned. The land of this 
holding was certainly in a wretched 
condition, badly drained and really in- 
cajiable of being made very valuable. 
Returning in the afternoon the com- 
mi.ssion sat to hoar further evidence, 
but nothing important was elicited. 
When the t^timony was finished there 
ssenied to be many doubtful point.s, but 
tlie conimissioiiors decided to give 
judgment at once and reduced tho rent 
to .£6 <j?. and enjoined tho landlord to 
]iay half the costs, the other half of 
which tho tenant had paid before, sav- 
ing the latter five shillings yearly. It 
was also revealed that the govornment 
valuation on McCarey's holding was 
really .£7 7.s., making a reduction of 
.£1 28. under tho Griffiths' valuation. 
This is a serious defeat for the landlord. 
The decision proves ParncU's clovcrness 
and wisdom in selecting for test cases 
tho.se in which rents were not exorbit 
ant but moderate, to that the decision 
which was at first really neccssuiy to 
the success of tiie act would be a pre 
cedent for further deciaion.s. It was 
taken for granted that landlords will 
apjieal to the chief conimiasioners and 
the important judgment in connection 
with this ca.se was tho decision of both 
parties to pay their own costs, which 
procedure will doubtless be followed in 
all coses.

He auctioned oil' the guns of the cit«- 
(lel of Quebec without compaactioa, 
and will doubtless agree that as W<^fo 
shed more lustre on the British aims 
than Sir (ieorgo Rooke, who seized the 
rock in the name of Queon Anne, or 
I^rd Heatiifield, its gallant defender 
in later y cat's, it is only false prid» 
that induces us to hold tho keys of-^e 
j^Iediterranean after having disDaanded 
the gateway of the St. r..aw-ronce;
